4A. Notwithftanding the Retolution of this Im- 
prudent Young Woman, we are pofitive in our 
Judpment that fach a Marriage is Impious and 
Unlawful : And with us agree all Cafuifts and 
Chriftian Writers of any confiderable Authority. 
For the Marriage of a Believer with an Infidel, 
and the Confequences generally attending it are fo 
Abominabie in the Sight of God, that it is nor 
withour Reafon argued by fome, thac this was the 
chief thing rhat provok’d God tobring a Deluge up- 
onthe Old Worid, underftanding the Marriages of 
the Sons of Gad with the Daughters of Men (Gen. 
6. 2.) to be of this Nature. And for the fame 
Reafon the Marriage of Efau with the Daughters 
of Heth was Condemned (Gen. 27. 46.) when 
there was no other Law to reftrain him but that 
of Nature. The Prohibition of fuch Marriages in 
the Mofaic I aw is pofitive (Deut. 7. 3, 4.) and it 
is aS plain in the Golpel, St. Paw! commanding all 
Marriages to be only in the Lord (1 Cor. 7. 39.) 
that is, according to the moft judicious Interpreters, 
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only becween Believers. He farther in more ge- 
neral Terms forbids the Corinthians (1 Epift. 6. 
14.) to be unequally Yoked together with Unbelievers : 
for hat Fellowfhip hath Righteoufnef? with Unrightes 
orfaef? Or what part bath be that Believeth with 
au Infidel 2 If the Gentléewoman’s Declaration a- 
mounts to the Nature of a Vow, fhe has brought 
herlelf into a very difficule Dilemma : For fhe can 
neither Marry the Few without Committing a 
Damnable Sin, nor any other Perfon during his

However granting that (as the As 
poftle feems to hint) the Dead fhall be rais’d in a 
Moment, in the Twinkling of an Eye, it is éafy to 
conceive, that the Dead Bodies, where thus Crowd- 
ed together may be feparared, and the fpace in 
which they are confined fo enlarged as to receive 
them all when reftor'd to Life.

thence they’ will proceed to Grammont, in order to 
march Jowards Lille, to Encamp between that Town 
and Lille, near Orchies, where, ’tis faid, will be the 
General Rendezvous of the Confederate Army, in or- 
der to attack the Enemies Lines, or undertake a Siege 
as will be moft advantegeous to the Allies. London, 
Apr. roth, On Thurlday Morning laft Sir Charles 
Hopfon died, and is fucceeded by his Son John Hop- 
fon, Efq; in his Places of Mafter Joyaer, and Purvey- 
our Of Her Majefties Works.
